Representative C. J. Ton returned from 
Springfield last night with a report that his 
bill, which gives authority to the sanitary 
district to construct, operate, or lease a sys- 
tem of docks, was meeting with no resist- 
ance in the legisiature. tis measure is in 
opposition to the one introduced by Al. Cer- 
mak, also a state representative, giving the 
city the power to construct a system of docks. 

** Personally, 1 would be in favor of giving 
the power to the city instead of the sanitary 
district if the city could handie the matter 
financially,"’ he said. /** But I am satisfied 
it cannot. . 

v2 . ay out the proposition the city 
would have to issue bonds, and to do this it 
would have to get the consent of the legis- 
lature. I believe the legislature would not 
give its consent. John M. Kwen, the harbor 
commissioner, believes it will take $25,000,- 
000 to build an adequate system of docks, 

“The sanitary district already has great 
powers, on the river and it can finarf@e the 
proposition in a way the city cant. it could 
raise 34,000,000 a year for the proposition 
simply by increasing its tax levy. 


Proposes Big Bond Issue. 

At the present time it is using only 27 
cents, whereas it has a legal right to use 51. 
To raise the total amount—say . o, 
immediately it could issue bonds and could 
give the city its much needed harbor in a 
comparatively short time—just about as 
quickly as the docks could be built. I be- 
lie ve it would take the city ten years to carry 
out the proposition should the Cermak bill 
go through. 

J was told by several of the legislators 

that the Cermak bill wipes out the possibil- 
ity of au outer drive from Grant park to 
Jackson park as contemplated by the south 
park commissioners. 1 do not know if it is 
true, but, if so, it is important. 
Mr. ‘Ton has modified his bill so that it 
provides that if the docks or piers should be 
leased. for a period of five years or more the 
matter shall be submitted for a referendum 
vote. This ts similar to the referendum * 
ture of the Cermak bill. 


New Powers for Sanitary Board. 

It provides the sanitary district board shall 
have the power to acquire, own, construct, 
maintain and operate wharves, docks, and 
levees, and in connection with such wharves, 
docks, or levees to acquire, own, construct. 
maintain, and Operate elevators, warehouses, 
vaults, and necessary or appropriate tracks 
and terminal facilities, and to fix the rates 
and charges for the services rendered by 
means of such utilities; and for this pur- 
pose to acquire by purchase, condemnation, 
construction, or otherwise, whatever prop- 
erty, real or personal,emay be necessary or 
appropriate, to reclaim and utilize such lands 
under the public waters of this state as may 
be necessary or appropriate, and to lease the 
said utilities to any person or corporation 
authorized under the laws of the state to 
operate the same for the purpose of operating 
the same for any period not longer than 
twenty years, upon such terms and conditions 
as the board of trustees of the sanitary dis-

Springfield, III., Jan. 13.—{Special.}—** Or- 
ganization" Republican buccaneers, flying 
the black flag of Cannon, McKinley, and the 
congressional cabal, aided and abetted by 
Democrats who deserted to the enemy when 
the real test came, nearly scuttled the di- 
rect primary craft in the senate this morning. 

The amended direct primary law, barely 


reading last night, was saved from anninila- 
tion only by a delicate parliamentary ruling 
of Lieut. Gov. Oglesby. It failed by five 
votes to obtain the neceasary constitutional 
majority for passage and, after Senator John 
Dailey had been permitted to change his vote 
for the purpose of making the proper mo- 
tion, the committee bill was put over until 
Tuesday next, when the direct primary crew 
will endeavor to raise the 3 hulk 
and float it over to the hou 

‘The bill was defeated through a combina- 
tion of Republican senators intimately in 
touch politically with Speaker Cannon, Con- 
gressman McKinley, and the Cook county 
Republican machine, to which ready alliance 
was furnished by nine Democrats, more or 
less in close communion with the Demo- 
cratic state organization. 


Twenty “Present” Do Not Vote. 


The vote was 21 for the bill, 1 against the 
bill, 20 answering present, and 9 absent. 
Twenty-six votes were necessary to pass the 
bill and thereby place the responsibility for 
primary legislation upon the house. Of the 
21 affirmative votes 18 came from Repub- 
loans and 3 from Democrats. The one neg- 
ative vote was cast by a Democrat, Hearn 
of Adame. The present * contingent con- 
sisted of fifteen Republicans and five Demo- 
crats, the absentees numbering five Repub- 
licans and four Democrats. 

Cook county senators are on record thus: 
For the bill, five Republicans, one Democrat; 
against the bill, none; present,“ seven Re- 
publicans, one Democrat; absent, two Re- 
publicans, three Democrats. 

The house subcommittee, while the senate 
bill was undergoing the throttling process, 
rapidly was getting together upon a com- 
mittee bill which, in its subst-ntial form, is 
the senate measure. An agreement ‘was 
reached in the house subcommittee, at nearly 
the moment that the anti-primary element 
was chortling in ghoulish glee, to the end 
that a direct plurality primary bill will be re- 
ported into the house Tuesday morning. It 
is the old Oglesby law, amended in sections 
11 and 4, in terms almost identical with the 
senate measure which tonight is upon the 
ragged edge of catastrophe. 


Machine Plans to Stand Pat. 


It is the openly declared and jubilant policy 
of the old machine senators to hold their lines 
intact, refuse reconsideration of the vote to- 
day, When it comes up Tuesday morning, and 
immediately thereafter to force a substitu- 
tion of the convention bill, drawn under the 
direction of the Cook county republican com- 
mittee, and rely upon Cannon, McKinley, 
and the Republican congressmen to deliver 
enough votes to enact it. 

Falling in this, a compromise is to be of- 
fered, which will be based upon the Shurtleff 
bill in the house. 

This compromise, as indicated today by a 
senator in close touch with the Cook count) 
organization, will provide for nomination by 
delegate convention of state,-congressional. 
judicial, and legislative offices. This will be 
a last resort, however. It is the firm inten- 
tion of the machine leaders to force through 
the convention bill as introduced by Senator 
Dellenback in the senate and by Representa- 
tive Erby ig the house. 


Align Forces for Final Clash. 


To this end the Cook.county Republican 
executive committee is scheduled to have a 
meeting tomorrow or Saturday in Chicago, 
which will strengthen the backbone of the 
stand pat senators who voted right today, 
and whip into line one or two who stood out 
for the direct plurality bill.

M’GOORTY LAUDS THE PRESS. 


\Deprecates Gavel Rule and Nominations 
Under Boss System—Says News- 
papers Are People’s Friends. 


Joliet, III., Jan. 18.—[Special.j—John P. 
McGoorty, speaking before the Stee] Works’ 
club here tonight, took a little rap at gavel 
rule in the senate and at the influence of 
the interests and bosses in nominations under 
the old system, and expressed the belief that 
a constitutional direct primary law would 
be enacted at this session of the legislature’ 

After giving a historical sketch of the nom- 
inating system in this country, he declared 
that the press influence in nominations under 
the direct primary law js better than the 
methods of the boss. 

“A newspaper,“ he said, “to have the 
respect and confidence of the people, must 
have pursued for years a policy sincerely 
in harmony with the sentiments of the peo- 
ple. Otherwiseit will have no hold on its read- 
ers. It is safer, however, for the public gen- 
erally to trust the newspaper estimate of 
candidates than to depend on the word of the 
high chief politicians. 

It is regrettable that the president of the

The fate of this bill in the house is said 
to be a matter of doubt, but the antagonism 
comes from a quarter which is likely to back 
up when serious consideration begins.

° Lorimer Men Plan a Coup? 

‘The sentiment among the homegoing leg- 
islators this afternoon was that the Schmitt 
waterway bill could not receive the assent 
of the house. Much of this taik is promoted 
by Lorimer representatives, whose tongues 
have been loosened for the firat time since the 
extra session convened. ‘Their loquacity is 
due probably to the action taken by the sen- 
ate yesterday. 

By some mysterious power a sudden and 
definite expression of opinion came from the 
Lorimer contingent indicative of dire trouble 
for the Deneen measure when it shall be re- 
ported into the house Tuesday morning next.

cinct. He also objected to the broadened po- 
lice powers of the election commissioners, 
and to the section which makes it necessary 
for voters to register by signing their own 
names to the registry books. Glackin de- 
clared he had an agreement with the election 
1 on this point, which statement 
‘was denied by the election commissioners. 

County Judge Lewis Rinaker and Com- 
missioners Judge and Bach were before the 
committee, returning to Chicago this after- 
noon. 

Rinaker Anticipates Struggle. 

“I anticipate a hard contest to get these 
bills through.” said Judge Rinaker. “ They 
are absolutely essential to the proper and 
honest administration of the election laws 
in Chicago, however, and we are prepared 
to do our utmost to have them enacted.” 

There was no quorum in the house this 
morning and Speaker Shurtleff was away at 
the bedside of his mother, so there was no 
business transacted on the house side of the 
capitol except in the sub- committee on pri- 
mary elections. 

After the primary law roll call had been 
completed, the senate adopted the house joint 
resolution for an adjournment until Tuesday 
morning, and the extra session was over for 
the week.

According to the al- 
jeged confession, Lamphere chloroformed 
Mrs Gunness, the children, and Jennie Olson 
and left a lighted candle which accidentally 
ignited the house. 

Lamphere made some sort of confession 
to the Rev. E. A. Schell, now president of 
Iowa Wesleyan university, and the Post- 
‘Dispatch says Dr. Schell would verify the 
published story if he would consent to break 
his silence. 

Dr. Schell said to Tue Trisune last night, 
in response to a long distance telephone call, 
that he never had repeated to any person 


what was said to him by Lamphere and re- 
fused to confirm the story. 


Dr. Schell Not Source of Story. 

“I was approached by a reporter of the 
Post ee at Adair, Ia., last Sunday.“ 
he said. “The reporter presented to me a 
theory of the death of Mrs. Gunness, said it 
was a confession, and asked me to assent to 
it. I refused to affirm or deny it. 

“The story was based on no statements or 
admissions made by me. I cannot reveal 
what was told me to confirm or deny it.

Postoffice Authorities Seek Mys- 
terious Correspondents. 


THOUSANDS IN ‘CHECKS’ SENT 


Chicago Dealer's Letterhead Copied 
and Name Signed. 


Postoffice authorities or Chicago and New 


York are trying to get to the bottom of what 
seems to be a scheme to swindle diamond 
merchants of New York through a series of 
forged letters. 

The forged communications addressed to a 
New York man who cannot be found are 
written on stationery copied after that of 
W. A. Burrows, 108 State street, and bear 
his forged signature. Three of the letters 
addressed Charles Donobul, Victoria hotel, 
New York City,” and not delivered there 
were returned to Mr. Burrows, who handed 
them to the postoffice authorities. 3 

Seeret service men believe the person for 
whom the letters were intended may be un-

“ Apparently the writer of the letters and 
the man to whom they were sent were work- 
ing out a scheme to defraud diamond dealers 
m New Tork,“ Mr. Burrows said last even- 
ing. Three letters came to me. In the first 
the writer said he had about cleaned up his 
stock of white goods.’ That is a superior 
grade of diamonds free from yellow tints. 


Signature a Clever Forgery. 

He also wrote that he was annoyed because 
a certain package from Amsterdam had not 
arrived. The signature to the letter is a clever 
forgery of my own.” 

The final letter, which followed a second 
telling the New York man to purchase thirty 
to forty perfect white diamonds ranging in 
weight from one to three carats, contained 
six certified checks drawn on the Hibernian 
Banking association, which have been pro- 
nounced forgeries. 

There were three checks for $6,000 each and 
three for $9,000 each. They were drawn in 
favor of Charles Donobul, the man to whom 
the letters were addressed, and signed with 
Mr. Burrows’ forged signature. The letters 
were dated Dec. 11, 13, and 14, and all were 
mailed in Chicago. They came to Mr. Bur- 
rows from the hotel on Dec. 28 and Jan. 5. 

Postoffice Detectives Busy. 

I turned all of them over to the postal au- 
thorities immediately, and they started to 
work on the case, Mr. Burrows continued. 
% A far as we have been able to learn no 
New York merchants have been imposed 
upon by the swindlers.

Woman Sued for $5,000 by For- 
mer Pupil Takes Stand. 


NEVER PULLED HER HAIR. 


Compiainant Tells Court Story ot Her 
Alleged Injury. 


Mise Bertha Fischer, the teacher in the 
Marquette school who is being sued for $5,000 
by Julia Rabinowitz, a former pupil, who 
accuses her of permanently injuring her by 
a kick on the hip, took the stand in her own 
behalf yesterday before Judge Brentano.

To each question Miss Fischer replied

Then, do you remember pulling this boy's 
hair?” said Mr. Shaffner. 

“No. I never did,“ 
Fischer. 

Do you remember striking Harry Allen 
on the nose and making it bleed? Do you 
remember choking Lily Rozinsky?’ contin- 
ued the attorney. 

No. No. I never did such awful things,” 
cried Mise Fischer. I never did anything 
of the kind.“

Mystery Still Unsolved. 


Positive assertion that the woman who 
killed herself in the Morrison hotel last 
Sunday wae Dr. Mary W. Thomas of 6051 
Halsted street was made early last night 
by seven persons who were related to her or 
who knew her intimately. 

But at 11 o’clock Tun Trisuns found Dr. 
99g alive and astonished at Shannon, 

It was one of the most remarkable and 
strange cases of. mistaken identification 
which ever came under the notice of the Chi- 
cago police department. 

The chance for error in the apparént iden- 
tification was disclosed only when Mrs. Hat- 
tie Dorrance, wife of E. Allen Dorrance, 
6925 Stewart avenue, and a sister of Miss 
Thomas, went to Roilston’s undertaking 
rooms, at No Wabash avenue, late in the 
evening, in company with a reporter for Tun 
TRIBUND, and viewed the body. 

Mrs. Dorrance said that, while the re- 
semblance of the dead face of the woman 
lying on the slab to her sister was the most

Ex-Official Warns of Battle of

. Regrets Leaving Service. 
Mr. Pinchot expresses his profound regret 
at leaving the forest service and pays trib- 
ute to the faithfulness and high quality of 


service rendered by the men with whom he 


worked. Out of the work of the forest serv- 
ice, he proceeds, grew the conservation 
movement. 

Today that movement expresses one o- 
our deepest national convictions,’ he says, 
and the principles for which it stands are 
received as axiomatic. It is only the execu- 
tion of them which remains in doubt. 

“The great conference of governors in 
the White house in May, 1908, led to the ap- 
pointment of the national conservation com- 
mission, the report of which gave us a new 
conception of the value of our natural re- 
sources, It told us what is needed for their 
prompt and orderly development and for 
their safety and perpetuation. 

Together with President Roosevelt's mes- 
sage transmitting its repart, the recom- 
mendations of the commission furnished a 
complete statement of the conservation pol- 
icy, met our needs squarely, and prescrited 
the remedy. They include definite, practical 
recommendations for the protection of forests 
against fire and for equitable forest taxation. 


Classification of Domain. 

“The classification of the public domain 
was strongly urged, and principles for its 
use and disposition were laid down. The ne- 
cessity for preserving the fertility of our 
solls and developing their agricultural value 
by drainage and otherwise, was covered and 
particular attention was drawn to the needs 
of retaining our phosphate lands, then in 
danger ef absorption by a foreign syndicate.“ 

Mr. Pinchot then traces the recommenda- 
tions of the conference, applauding and in- 
dorsing them all. In a word,” he says, 
the report of the commission and the mes- 
sage, taken together, set forth a compre- 
hensive, definite statement for the conserva- 
tion of our natural resources.“ 

Then he proceeds: : 

“At this critical period, when the goal was 
in sight, enemies of conservation in congress 
not only succeeded in preventing an appro- 
priation with which to pursue the work, but 
‘attempted to forbid its progress by the Tay- 
ney amendment to the last sundry civil bill. 
Thereupon the work of the national conserva- 
tion commission was stopped. 


“Betrayal of the Future.” 

“The recommendations of the commission 
still wait for action. All wise men will agree 
that the situation is serious: The Tawney 
amendment was more than a mistake—it was 
a deliberate betrayal of the future. The dan- 
gers which confront the conservation move- 
ment today must be met by positive action in 
congress. No action will be equivalent to bad 


action and will have the same results. 


*“* Unless congress acts, the water powers 
will pags into the hands of special interests 
without charge and without limit of time. So 
with the phosphate deposits on public lands, 
when the withdrawals which now protect 
them are removed. So with the enormously 
valuable coal deposits in Alaska, which the 
present law would sell for $10 per acre. 

“The danger of bad legislation is no less 
serious. The special interests must no longer 
be allowed to take what they choose out of 
the great property of all the people. Those 
who steal public lands, steal homes from 
men and women who need them. Gongress 
can stop the pillage, or congress cah let it 
go on, 

Conservation Plans in Peril. 

„In the absence of proper action two great 
‘conservation plans for the public welfare 
may fail. The first is the control of water 
powers on navigable streams in the public 
interest. The second is the construction of 
the deep waterway from the great lakes to 
the gulf. 

The unanimous opinion of the Mississippi 
valley recognizes this waterway as a com- 
mercial necessity. It believes, with reason, 
that the cost, which is already officially 
known, will be trivial when compared with 
the benefits conferred. Transportation facili- 
ties create traffic. The failure to develop our 
waterways, together with adequate terminals

EDITOR ATTACKS BALLINGER. 

New York, Jan. 13.—[Special.]}—Engineer- 
ing News, a technical journal devoted to the 
interests of the engineering profession, in its 
issue of today offers another contribution to 
the literature of the Ballinger-Pinchot con- 
troversy. 

In an editorial it Indicts the secretary on 
four counts—first, that of attemping to 
break down the civil service system govern- 
ing appointments to the reclamation serv- 
ice, for the purpose of converting if into 
a political machine; second, of authorizing 
an interview to the effect that C. F. H. New- 
ell, director of the reclamation service, was 
to be removed and thereby destroying the 
esprit de corps of the service; third, of add- 
ing to the cost of reclamation projects by 
delaying to sign contracts and to approve 
measures adopted by the reclamation serv- 
ice, and, fourth, of.causing the government 
to abandon one project in Colorado upon a 
technicality, apparently for the purpose of 
leaving the field clear to a private irrigation 
company that coveted the site.

IDENTIFICATION A MISTAKE. 


Case That of Two Prisoners in Joliet 
for Murder. 


In a letter to Gov, Deneen pleading for 
two life convicts in the Joliet penitentiary, 
Judge H. V. Freeman says he believes he sen- 
tenced innocent men, and asks that the par- 
don board make reparation by freeing them. 

The prisoners, Thomas McNally and 
Charles Kurth, have been in the penitentiary 
nearly sixteen years. They, with a com- 
panion, Edward Warrgi, were convicted of 
the murder of James Prunty and his son, 
Peter, in November, 1898. Warren died in 
pffeon several yedrs ago. Just before his 
death he made a statement that he and the 
others were innocent of the crime and were 
victims of a case Of mistaken identity. A. B. 
Cowing, a Joliet attorney who does prison 
religious work, heard of the matter and toon 
it up, but thus far without success. 


Prosecut or Feared a Mistake. 


The men were tried and sentenced during 


chief assistant, Dick Morrison, now dead, 
was the prosecutor. Several days before his 
death he — upon Judge Freeman and said 
he delleved the three men were wrongfully 
accused. Freeman took the case before Gov.

The case went through 
the coroner's office, the grand jury, and later 
before an impartial jury of twelve men they 
were found guilty. Why did not Judge Free- 
man at the time refuse to sentence the men?

Is it reason- 
able to suppose that the police manufac- 
tured the case against them? I don’t know 
ahy member of the department who would do 
such a heinous thing.

COACHMAN TRIES SUICIDE 


Man Accuses Jap Butler in Trag- 
edy at Summer Residence 
Near New York. 


Poughkeepsie, N. T., Jan 13.—Sarah 0 
Breymer, 26 years old, a pretty and cultured 
governess at the summer residence of Mr. 
and Mrs. Barnes Compton, Millbrook, Dutch- 
ess county, was found in her bed early today 
eae to death, 

Frank Schermerhorn, employed as coach- 
man on the Compton place, was brought to 
this city, charged wtih the murder. Late 


unsuccessful attempt at suicide, cutting his 
throat with a razor. 

About 3 o’clock in the morning Mary Fen- 
nell, a maid in the Compten house, wae 
awakened by a nolse and says she saw a 
man disappear out of the corridor. She ran 
to aweken the governess and, not receiving 
any reply, entered Miss Breymer’s room. The 
governess was lying in bed, her face black 
and finger prints on her throat. Life was 
extinct. 

On a cot in the room was little Polly Comp- 
ton, aged 3 years. unharmed. The maid 
quickly pressed an electric button, summon- 
ing the coachman, and when he arrived the 
sheriff and police of this city were notified. 


Appearance of Burglary. 

The officials spent the day at the Compton 
place questioning the maids and servants 
and Schermerborn. They found that Miss 
Breymer’s hands had been tied, the big chest 
' containing the silverware had been forced, 
| and several of the rooms were in disorder, 
making it appear the tragedy had been part 
of a burglary. 

Chief of Police Charles J. McCabe went to 
| the coachman’s house to further question 

him, and, not repelving any ansyer to his 
' summons, went into the man’s bedroom. 
The room was dark and on throwing open 
the blinds the chief found Schermerhorn 
under the bed with his throat cut. The man 
was taken into custody and his wound 
dressed. On the table in his room the chief 
found a note, which read: 

“My Dear Wife: I am not guilty. 

* PRANK.”’ 


Accuses Japanese Butler. 

Schermerhorn was too weak to make much 
of a stätement. He did say, however, that he 
stood watching under a window of the Comp- 
ton mansion while Shtire Chashi, the Jap- 
anese butler, committed the deed. This state- 
ment the police discredit and say there is no 
doubt the coachman strangled the governess 
to death either during or following an at- 
tack. 

When Schermerhorn reached this city after 
a sixteen mile ride on a stretcher in a farm- 
er's sleigh, he was taken to Vassar hospital 
and put on the operating table. It was stated 

at the hospital tonight that he would live. 

Chief McCabe ts of he opinion that Scher- 
merhorn blackened his face to give him the 
guise of a negro, before committing the crime. 
The servants stated to the police that when 
the coachman first appeared, after being sum- 
moned, there were patches of black on his 
face. There are black finger prints on the 
wainscoting in the room occupied by Miss 
Brey mer.

Disease Bred in Alleys. 

“South park system has twenty-eight 
miles of houlevards; west park, twenty-five 
miles; Lincoln park, sine miles, and Ridge 
Avenue Park association and North Shore 
Park association together have five miles, 
The city has only 127 miles of improved al- 
| leys, though 1.415 miles of alleys are open. 

“The city has no right to worry about 
beautiful’boulevards In certain sections until 
the congested neighborhoods are clean 
enough to be healthy. There are from 90,000 
to 150,000 inhabitants in each of the Ninth, 
Tenth, Eleventh, Sixteenth, and Seventeenth 
wards. If these alleys are not clean the men. 
eget and children who live near them wilt 

be sick. 

Do you think all these miles of boulevards 
—and the figures, I imagine, do not include the 
drives through the parks—<can offset one 
short. dirty alley if it happens to be in a 
neighborhood where there are hundreds of 
children and throws off germs that lodge in 
their little throats? 


Must Promote Public Health. 

“These children and these women in the 
congested districts, whenever they feel they 
would like to take a breath, can't wait until 
they get over to a boulevard to doit. They 
must breathe right at home, where they are 
most of the time. 

“Clean the alleys if we would have a 
great city. We are here as an administra- 
tion to take care of the people and do what 
ought to be done for their health. Then hap- 
piness will come and then a desire for a beau- 
tiful city. 

„Figure it out: For every mile of beau- 
tiful thoroughfare in the city you have twen- 
ty miles of unimproved alleys and even the 
improved alleys are dirty.

Financier Founds Professorship to Be

New Haven, Conn., Jan. 13.—A gift of 
$100,000 from J. Pierpont Morgan for the 
establishment of the William M. Laffan pro- 
fessorship of Assyriology and Babylonian 
literature at Yale university was received 
by the Yale corporation at its meeting today 
and accepted. The gift is a memorial to 
Mr. Laffan, editor of the New York Sun, 
who died recently. 

The gift of $650,000 by Mrs. Russell Sage 
for the purchase of the Hill house property 
here formally was accepted by the corpora- 
tion.

You must realize by this time that Magyar 
culture and the Magyar’s attitude toward 
life and conception of life is not ours. This 
does not mean that it is better or worse. As 
I have for the last eleven weeks attempted 
to put myself in the Magyar’s position and 
see life from his point of view, I have more 
than ence been impressed with the thought 
that our own culture, the life we lead, espe- 
cially in our great cities, must strike him as 
strange and unnatural, The thing at which 
he probably most marvels is our utter in- 
ability to allow ourselves amusement or en- 
joyment. He would also beigreatly impressed 
by our apparent lack of time to do the 
3 which to him seem the essentials cf 
life. 

Comparison of Culture. 

If we were to compare Magyar culture with 
our own we should find other differences 
equally great, or even more profound. In- 
deed, we can only understand ourselves 
when we attempt to pass in review the de- 
tails of our own culture as seen from the 
standpoint of the alien, whether he be Mag- 
yar, Hottentot, or Chinaman. For only by 
a comparison of this sort, by getting a new 
point of view, are we able to bring into cén- 
sciousness the factors which go to make up 
our extremely complex life. And only when 
we compare the details of our life with those 
of another culture are we able to realize to 
the full extent that the great majority of 
our daliy habits of life and methods of 
thought have resulted through development 
under peculiar conditions which render them 
as meaningless ed unintelligible, or even as 
foolish and vicious as details of the life of 
other people seem to us. 

Take, for example, the matter of eating. 
We have three meals of a certain character 
each day. So fixed has become this habit 


the matter, that these three meals, with cer- 
tain proportions of meat, bread, etc., are a 
physiological necessity, and we are inclined 
to feel sorry for people who eat only two 
meals a day or who eat four. Especially do 
we commiserate those who eat no meat. We 
may even feel inclined to ascribe some of our 
sgcalied greatness to the fact that our diet is 
thus and so. But only a hasty glance at 
other cultures and a slight knowledge of 
physiology leads us to realize that the rea- 
sons we give for our diet are not reasons at 
all but explanations of facts. 

The same thing is true of morals; of family 
life in general, Trial marriage is an exceed- 
ingly ancient and a widespread institution, 
and apparently the peoples which maintain 
this custom are neither lacking in morality, 
ffom their own point of view, nor does the 
custom work to the detriment of their bodily 
or mental vigor. 


Uniformity Amodg Magyars. 

As we consider the question of the Magyar’s 
mental culture, it is not a matter of coming to 
a decision as to whether he is right or wrong 
in his conception of life and the reactions 
resulting therefrom. We talk about his rich 
nobility and of his poor peasants. But ex- 
tremes of wealth and poverty such as we 
have at home are quite unknown in Hungary. 
The same thing is true as regards morality 
and peasant ethics. Magyar society, in this 
respect, is much more stable and much more 
uniform than ours. There has not yet been 
differentiated out of this general uniformity 
the extremes of height and depth with 
which we are familiar. 

Mental culture is dependent neither on 
race nor speech, but on social environment, 
The question which we in America have to 
determine for the Magyar, as for other na- 
tions of Europe. is whether his culture is of 
such a nature that it can be easily assimi- 
lated with our own; or perhaps an even more 
fundamental question is whether our own 
will not be so modified in the process of as- 
similation that it will cease to be Anglo- 
Saxon. But even here it is not so much a 
matter of the relative merits of Anglo-Saxon 
culture as compared with that of southeast- 
ern Europe, but rather a question of wheth- 
er we really believe Anglo-Saxon culture to 
be the one best suited for the present and 
future generations of Americans. | 

Perhaps we can come to a better under- 
standing of the desirability of the Magyar as 
an emigrant-when we know what constitutes 
crime in hig eyes and the extent to which he 
violates the laws of his land. In other words, 
leaving out of consideration the comparative 
merits of his culture and ours, we must look 
to a more fundamental question; whether he 
lives up to his own conception of what is 


right.

pictures. It is in these attentions to the t- 
tle things that in the past have been over- 
looked, that one of the great merits of the 
Boston company’s performances lies. The 
details have not been forgotten, and they 
make for artistic suggestion and perfection. 

The Gilda of the evening was a guest 
from New York. Frances Alda was “ loaned ”’ 
by the Metropolitan opera house manage- 
ment, and, while her coming was not a neces- 
sity, since the Boston company has singers 
several who could assume the role of Rigo- 
letto’s daughter, yet the visitor’s appearing 
added an element of interest, and was a wel- 
come feature of the engagement.

Report of Clash Between 


Chamorro and Vasquez 
Reaches Washington. 


-ESTRADANS ARE HOPEFUL 


Colony in American Capital 
Thinks Decisive right 
Is Imniinenf. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—News of a bat- 
tle at Acoyapa reached Washington tonight. 
Details are lacking, but the representatives 
of the Estrada provisional government here 
are of. the belief that Chamorro engaged 
Vasquez between midnight and daylight to- 
day, and that the remnant of the Zelaya 
army has fallen back toward Managua, 
where a final battle will be fought, probably 
of the city. 
army probably advanced 
in three divisions. Chamorro's 
division, in ‘the lead, has a battery of 
machine guns, manned by Americans, which 
worked such destruction to Zelaya troops 
at Rama. The Estradians here feel certain 
of victory for the insurgent troops. 


Battle Rumors in Managua. 

MANAGUA, Jan. 13.—There are persistent 
rumors that an engagement has taken place 
between the government forces and the revo- 
lutionists in the department of Chontales, 
but nothing definite is known of the result of 
the fighting. 

Juan Jacoby, to whom a letter alleged to 
have been written by Cannon on the morning 
of his execution was addressed, declares 
that the letter, which is in the possession of 
the authorities and which contains an ex- 
culpation of all concerned in his trial and 
condemnation, was not written by Cannon.

Mystery in Death of Swope, Mil- 


lionaire Kansas Cityan. 


FATALITIES ATTEND FAMILY. 


— 


Nearly Every Member Il; Dead Man's 
Stomach Sent Here. 


Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 13.—- [Special. 
What mystery attended the death of Col. 
Thomas H. Swope, millionaire philanthro- 
pist? 

An autopsy secretly conducted under the 
direction of members of the family comes as 
the culmination of a strange series of inci- 
dents in the household, including the illness 
of seven members from typhoid fever. 

It is reported that those interested believe 
a person who hoped to become sole bene- 
ficilary of the Swope millions plotted the 
deaths of the members of the family. 

The man under suspicjon is said to have 
attempted to inoculate the entire Swope fam- 
ily with typhoid bacteria, hoping to bring 
death by this means so he would not be sus- 
pected. 


Died Presumably of Apoplexy. 

Col. Swope died presumably of apoplexy at 
his home on Oct. 3. The body was removed 
from the vault in Forest Hill cemetery last 
Tuesday night, where it was placed following 
the public funeral, and taken to an under- 
taker’s in Independence, where an autopsy 
was held to determine the causes that led 
to Col. Swope’s death. 

The reason for this unusual step those who 
know will not make public at this time, It 
is said, however, that it is the outcome of 
the strange conditions that prevailed in the 
Swope residence, when practically every 
member of the family became ill. 

The physicians present made a thorough 
examination of all the vital organs. The 
stomach was removed and taken to Chicago 
by Dr. Hektoen, where an examination will 
be made by Dr. W. S. Haines, an expert 
chemist, to determine whether there is poison 
in it. When it had been completed a report 
will be made to Coroner Zwart. 

The autopsy was held at the direction of 
Mrs. Margaret Swope, a sister-in-law of Col. 
Swope, in whose house he died; John P, Pax- 
ton, a life long friend of the Swope family, 
the attorney for Col, Swope, and the execu- 
tor of the estate. 


Friend Decides on Autopsy. 

Mr. Paxton tonight dictated the following 
statement: 

1 had reason to believe the death of 
Swope’ did not proceed from natural causes 
and believed an autopsy was demanded. I 
therefore had the autopsy made by a physi- 
clan I regard as of the highest standing. I 
asked the coroner to take charge of the au- 
topsy and he deemed it proper to impanel a 
jury. The autopsy showed Mr. Swope’s brain 
was perfectly normal, and it did not show 
any other defect in the organs of the body 
which might have caused his death.” 

Col. Swope, who was 82 yeafs old, had 
been suffering from the effects of a fall early 
in the autumn, but his death came uner- 
pectedly. His will was filed in Independence 
on Oct. 9. It represents an estate of $3,000,- 
000. Specific bequests of real estate worth 
$1,600,000 were made to relatives. Ten neph- 
ews and nieces survived Col. Swope at the 
time his will was filed. In the last few weeke 
three members of the family have died and 
nearly every member has been dangerously

FIFTY QUIT EWING COLLEGE: 
DEFEND ACTION IN LETTER. 


Trouble Grows Out of Charges Against 
President J. A. Leavitt, of Which He 
Was Exonerated. 


Alto Pass, III., Jan. 13.—[Special.]—Fifty 
students, pastors of churches and those 
studying for the ministry, have withdrawn 
from Ewing college, one of the oldest de- 
nominational schools in IIlinois, because of 
charges against the president, Dr. J. A, 
Leavitt. 

The school had an enrollment of 178 before 
the withdrawal. In a circular letter mailed 
to Illinois; Baptists today the withdrawing 
students, headed by Elder C. W. Culp, pastor 
of the First Baptist church of this city, say, 
„ Whereas, the Ewing college bulletin has 
publicly proclaimed that the students recent- 
ly leaving Ewing college have not done so 
at their own thoughtful volition, but have 
been led off in a conspiracy formed in secret 
meetings by the resigning professors, we to- 
gether and severally emphatically deny this 
as a well known falsehood in every respect. 

„ We have taken the initiative ourselves 
in all these movements for Baptist truth 
and educational efficiency without the know]l- 
edge or suggestion of any professor in the 
institution. All of us thus stand by our 


‘conscience and our sacred duty in self-sacri- 


tices and loss that makes absurd the charge 
that it is not done from the strongest ne- 
cessity of our moral judgment in the service 
of the Baptist people and our God. 

It is also claimed that we have left the 
institution upon hearsay evidence. This is 
likewise false in every respect. We know 
enough from our ow experience to make 
it impossible for us longer conscientiously 
to affiliate with such management.“ 

Prof. and Mrs. C. M. Stevens and Prof. 
James A. Palmer also withdrew. The board 
of trustees’ exonerated Dr. Leavitt, but the 
withdrawing students declare the trial was 
unfair.

WORK OF THE BIOLOGICAL SURVEY. 
Those who delight to ridicule the work 
“tf the biological survey and to bemoan 
the expense of this branch of the agricul- 
“tural department will have some trouble 
to extract their usual fun out of the tes- 
timony of C. Hart Merriam, the bureau's 
chief, before the house committee on 
Agriculture last Monday. According to 
Mr: Merriam bubonic plague is now epi- 
demie in California for the first time in 
the history of the United States. 

The plague is introduced into this coun- 
try by rats from the orient. These rats 
are infected with fleas, which are the 
real carriers of the germs, and the fleas 
have passed from the rats to the many 
ground squirrels, gophers, rabbits, and field 
mice around San Francisco bay. Last year 
there were nine or ten cases of human 
Plague just east of the bay, and the 
- tendency of the disease is to spread to the 


south and east of that point. The bureau 


in the last few months has found over 
800 squirrels infected with the plague, 
aud the poisoned bait laid for these and 
other rodents liable to infection has not 
Always been taken. Up to the present 
time the plague seems to be confined to 
n radius of fifty miles of San Francisco 
and principally to the south of the city.

COST OF THE MAILS. 

The annual report of the third assist- 
ant postmaster general follows conven- 
tional lines. It tells the oft repeated story 
of the cost to the government of handlinz 
the second class mail. It provides the need- 
ed support for the president’s recommen- 
dation that there be an increase of postal 
rates on newspapers, magazines, and pe- 
riodicals. It aids still further in the de- 
velopment of the sentiment among the 
people that the deficit in the postoffice 
department would be made to disappear 
if it were not for the burden of carrying 
this second class matter. That idea has 
been emphasized so often that many peo- 
ple, without thinking of the subject with 
any degree of care, have come to believe 


that the publishers are entirely responsi- 


ble for the excess of expenditures in the 
postoffice department over the annual re- 
ceipts. 

Some questions not answered by the re- 
port mentioned occasionally come to mind. 
They are fundamental. They relate t 
the purpose of the postoffice department 
in the scheme of administration. They 
affect the arrangements made by the gov- 
ernment with the railroads. They seek 
information regarding system or lack 
of system of accountfig used in the de- 
partment. They imply\comparative state- 
ments of service and cost in the United 
States and in foreign lands, in Canada, 
for example. They consider the effect of 
some classes of mail matter possibly cat - 
ried at a loss if increasing largely other 
_ classes carried at a good profit. They 
even include an inquiry whether there 
really is any postal deficit at all. Perhaps 
a few of these questions might be asked 
in express terms.

HOW TO GET FOREIGN TRADE. 


What you business men must do if you want to 
establish trade relations with foreign countries Is 
to send you: est en there. And what is more, 
you must go and study the needs of the people you 
wish to serve. In other words, you must meet 
their tastes and their demands. You must become 
acquainted with their banking system and system 
of credits. 


This is the advice given by Mr William

ING GEORGE, whose position in the present crisis 
at Athens has been the subject of some 
perplexity abroad, has now made his attitude 
clear, The other day he received Col. Zorbas, 


exercising a species of dictatorship over the cabinet. 

The king expressed his regret to Zorbas that the 
chiefs of the movement had not frankly confided their 
views to him from the beginning, to which Zorbas 
replied that it was difficult under the circumstances, 
which is not altogether surprising, seeing that one of 
the first things which the league had done had been 
to insist upon the removal of the monarch’s sons from 
the army, and of the members of their military en- 
tourage. 

The king then asked whether the army and navy re- 
posed confidence in him, and, on receiving an affirma- 
tive reply, declared that in that case he would continue 
to discharge the duties of a constitutional monarch, 


Jas he had done for the last forty-six years, but that, 
failing such confidence on the part of the army and 


navy, he would find himself compelled to abdicate, since 
it was impossible that the crown should remain under 
the tutelage either of the Military league or of any 
other body in Greece.

The colonel Risbeunen left, and returned a’ few hours 


the king that the league was anxious to install in office 
a non-political, purely administrative cabinet, in the 
place of the actual administration, and thate he had 
with him a list of twenty- -five persons from whom the 
league would wish the king to select the proposed cab- 
inet. 

The king, however, declined eyen to look at the list, 
observing that, inasmuch as the ministers had not of- 
fered their resignations, the occasion had not arisen, 
for discussing the question of a change of cabinet, or 
of the selection of candidates for ministerial posts; 
that, should such a contingency present itself, it would 
be She duty of the crown to exercise its prerogative 
of nominating the new government without any dicta- 
tion from the Military league, which ought to be satis- 
fied, since he had the colonel's assurance that its mem- 
bers had full confidence in the sovereign. 

King George added that, if the cabinet resigned, he 
had thoroughly made up his mind to call upon Alexander 
Zaimis, a member of the chamber of deputies and now 
high commissioner of Crete, to form the new adminis- 
tration as premier. 

This pronouncement on the part of the king has 
cleared- the situation, for it has shown the Military 
league that the king is determined to maintain the work- 
ing of the constitution, and is not prepared to abandon 
the responsibilities with which it has invested him. It 
has shown also that the king will abdicate under cer- 
tain circumstances, now known; and I may add that he 
also will abdicate if the Military league persists in 
provoking a war with Turkey, for which the kingdom is 
in no sense prepared. 

—~o- 


There has ben some talk at Athens of proclaiming 
Prince George as ruler of Greece in the event of the 
abdication of the king. The Prince George in question 
is not the sailor son of the king, formerly high com- 
missioner of Crete, but the eldest son of the crown 
prince, who is now 20 years of age and serving as 
lieutenant In the First regiment of Prussian foot guards 
at Potsdam, under the immediate eye of his uncle, the 
kaiser. But it is doubtful whether the lad’s relatives 
would permit him to accept the crown of Greece were 
conditions to reach such a stage at Athens as to com- 
pel the departure of his grandfather, the king. 

It would be intolerable for a high spirited prince to 
work in unison with revolutionists who had not only 
expelled his father from Greece, depriving him of his 
command of the army, but who also had forced his 
grandfather to abdicate. 

In fact, when the king goes the entire dynasty will 
quit at the same time, leaving Greece to her own de- 
vices, having forfeited every vestige of foreign sym- 
pathy in the disasters which she is inviting by her 
provocative behavior towards Turkey. 

Either the king will remain, the present cabinet being 
in due course succeeded by a Zaimis administration, 
and the Military league dissolved, or else there will be 
a military coup d'etat, which will overthrow the min- 
iatry and establish a government of its own, in which

The great reason is that 
Europeans have gone there to seek the 
trade, while Americans have waited for 
it to seek them.

King Albert and Queen Elizabeth (who is not only a 
niece but also a godchild of the late empress of Aus- 
tria), are still living at their old home in the Rue de 
la Science, at Brussels, a most unpretentious house of 
quite modest dimensions, which ever since their mar- 
riage they have rented furnished for $8,000 a yeal. 
They will remain there for some time to come, for the 
sovereign's palaces of Laeken and of Brussels have 
been denuded to such an extent, not only of all, their 
art treasures, but even of their tapestries and furni- 
ture, that they will have to be completely refurnished 
and redecorated. If Leopold died in one of the small 
villas in the grounds of Laeken it was because of the 
condition of the palace of Laeken itsélf. For the pres- 
ent, therefore, King Albert enjoys the distinction of 
being: the only sovereign who, in his own capital, makes 
his home not in his palace, but in a private and most 
unpretentious house, rented furnished by the year,

Three va old Sir Charles Malet, who has just Me- 
ceeded to His father’s baronetcy, can boast of being 
the head of one of the oldest families in England, for 
! William Malet, from whom the child is descended in 
the male line direct, was the cousin both of William 
the Conqueror and of King Harold, and companion in 
arms of the former. Indeed, it was to him that Will- 
lam confided the remains of Harold for fitting burial 
after the battle of Hastings. In the charter of St. 
Martin's le Grand, still in existence, his signature ap- 
pears immediately after that of the king, as follows: 
“Ego, Willielmus Malet, Princeps.” His son, Robert 
Malet, appears in the Doomsday book as seigneur of. 
267 lordships, and as one of the chief nobles of the 
realm was appointed grand chamberlain of England, 
while his son in turn accompanied Duke Robert of 
Normandy to the first crusade. 

Sir Thomas Malet was solicitor general to Queen 
Henrietta Maria, and received, after the restoration, a 
patent of baronetcy from her son, Charles II., which, 
however, he omitted to have passed the treat seal, 
so that it was held of no account, and it was not untii 
considerably more than 100 years later that another 
baronetcy was conferred by the crown upon the fam- 
ily, in favor of its then chief, Sir Charles Malet, in 
recognition of his valuable services in India. 

His son, in turn, the second baronet,. was Sir Alex- 

ander Malet, who, as British Plenipotentiary to the 
Germanic confederation at Frankfort-ormthe-Main, was 
the intimate friend of Bismarck. Sir Alexander had two 
sons, Sir Henry Malet, who succeeded to the baronetcy, 
but left no male issue, and Sir Edward, who, after 
seeing diplomatic service at Washington during the 
civil war, in Egypt during the time of the Arabi re- 
bellion and the bombardment of Alexandria, and as am- 
bassador during nearly fifteen years in Berlin, declined 
the offer of a peerage, on the ground, partly, that no 
such dignity of new creation could add to the value 
of the historic name which was his by birth, 
„Sir Edward left no children by his marriage with 
Lady Ermyntrude Russell, sister of the duke of Bed- 
ford, and the baronetey thus passed to the descendants 
of the younger son of the first baronet.

Many devices have been submitted to 
sporting goods manufacturers and baseball 
Officials by inventors and by the players 
themselves to eliminate the danger of the 
razor blade spike, but mone of them on 
paper looks as if it would do the work re- 
quired. Some of them may prove effective/ 
substitutes im actual practice, and to givé 
time and opportunity for this test action was 
deferred for another season. 

Ty Cobb of the Tigers, the anifmaite cause of 
recent agitation against the spfke, by reason 
of the Injuries he inflicted on two of the Phil- 
adeiphia Athletics last year, has written 
President Johnson a letter in which he gives 
his views, and makes the statement that he 
never willfully spiked an opponent, an asser- 
tion in which he is supported by a large num- 
ber of opponents. 


Cobb Sends Around a Note. 


The Georgian advocates a rule requiring 
players to file their spikes shorter than they 
come from the factory and thereby dull them. 
With the penalty of a fine by the umpire if 
they do not. His letter follows: 


Dear Mr. Johneon: I want to take the liberty 
of writing you, and offerirg a suggestion relative 
to the spikes. 

I want to say that there le a good way to elim- 
inate accidents caused by spikes, that is, to make 
m rule for every man in the American league to 
file his spikes off to where they are commenced 
to sharpen, which is Gone at the factory, and the 
umpire can. examine the ball players’ shoes be- 
fore every game. as that could be done when each 
team is idle, while the opposing team prdctices, as 
they are required to occupy the bench at that time. 

Or, the umpire could put some official stamp on 
the regular players“ shoes, and they would not 
have to be closely examined. And a player who 
Goes not dull his spikes is liable te a fine by the 
umpire. It is always the new spikes, which hate 


hot been worn, that cause the accidents, and 
rarely does an old pair of spikes cause an accident, 
and, of course, for the little extra trouble to the 
umpire you could eliminate/four-fifths of the acci- 
‘ dents. 

There is no other spike that will keep the speed | 
and the high standard of the game up as well as the 
present make of spikes, and to change would cause 
many ludicrous errors and siow fielding. 

I suggest this as 1 hate been wrongfully and 
feverely censured by many ‘of the press repre- 
sentatives and public, and to be truthful, I never 
Wine a man willfwily, and I would feel grateful 
vou would present my motion in some official 
form. I feel that I should do something to place

So English and Comiskey 
took a rowboat and crossed the Mississip- 
pi river to McGregor, where the suit 
was procured. It was the first baseball suit Comis- 
key ever donned. English insisted that, as 
Comiskey was the one most interested, he should 
row the boat. 

As they were ready to return, with Comiskey 
settied at the oars, a man, weighing 250 or so 
pounds) wearing an old fashioned linen dyster, 
buttoned closely around his neck, approached and 
asked to be taken across, as he had missed the 
ferry. Comiskey, who did not relish the idea of 
rowing such a big load across the Mississippi, 
said: ‘‘ He will sink the boat; sige him up and 
was quite rude to the stranger. 

Finally, the man offered to pay generously, so 
they relented; and agreed if he would sit on the 
back seat and keep quiet he might get in. Asa 
compromise Englieh agreed to row half way across. 
Soon after they started the man unbuttaned his 
linen duster and disclosed the purple rabbis under 
a Roman collar, the insignia of « bishop.

College Acquires More Property, 
Which Will Form Part of 
Enlarged Campus. 


A the result of a complicated series of 


transactions, hanging fire for some time, 
Robert Franklin Edgecomb has obtained 
possession of the ground on which the new 
Edgecomb building is erected at Clinton and 
Washington streets. 

This land was owned by widely separated 
interests, and Mr. Edgecomb's agents found 
difficulty in bringing them together. They 
succeeded, however, and now he controls 
not only the big office structure on the prem- 
ises but the ground as well. 

One of the last transactions was that by 
which Mary Jane Bushnell and her hus- 
band, Franklin L. Bushnell, of Pasadena, 
Cal.; Jason McCord of Blue Island, III.; and 
Seely McCord of Benton Harbor, Mich., con- 
yeyed the property, 112x150, to William H. 
Holden in trust to manage. Mr. Holden then 
transferred the holding to Mr. Edgecomb. 


Land Cost 61 10,000, Building $400,000, 


An undivided one-twelfth interest in the 
game property was transferred to Mr. Edge- 
comb by Berthena B. Wuest and her husband, 
Samuel, of Alhambra, Cal. Another undi- 
yided one-twelfth interest was conveyed to 
the new owner by Betsy B. Allen and her hus- 
band, Robert S., of Pasadena, Cal. A third 
undivided one-twelfth interest was conveyed 
by Harriet B. Fletcher of Pasadena, and a 
fourth share of that amount by Franklin L. 
Bushnell. 

In addition to these transfers an undivided 
two-thirds interest was transferred by Jason 
McCord of Blue Island. 

Those who conveyed a one-twelfth share 
each were given $9,167, by which reckoning 
the entire property is worth $110,000. The 
new building was put up at a cost of apprpxi- 
mately $400,000, making the entire investment 
represent an outlay of about one-half million 
golilars. The building is an eight story store 
and officé structure, and stands directly op- 
posite the new Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad station.

So long as country shippers do not have better 
railroad service and they are forced to pay for 
extra bedding and feed, besides having a certain 
number of their Negs killed on the road, they are not 
going to handle stock on a 50c margin, as they do 
when conditions are normal. Hogs cost $8.00 in 
the country and prices here will have to everage 
around. $8.75 before stock will come forward 
freely. The last few days have demonstrated 
this point and many tn the trade are of the opinion 
that packers have come to realize that this is a 
poor time to work for lower prices, ' 

Wednesday's receipts of hogs fell several thou- 
sand head short of popular estimates und instead 
of there being close to 18,000 hogs left unsold from 
that day’s trade, there were only 8,138 head, show- 
ing that accumulations from earlier in the month 
were being steadily reduced. 

Hog trade during midsession had many of the 
characteristics of Friday’s market. when packers 
paid highest prices aince 1882, and there were sales 
of mixed hogs made at that time which showed a 
net gain of fully 80c over prices bid early Wednes- 
day 

Hammond bought 100 pigs and staid out of the 
hog trade, while Roberts & Oake also had a suti- 
cient number of hogs left from Wednesday's lib- 
eral purchases to escape the upturn in the day's 
prices. 

Dan McCarthy paid $8.76 for fancy native lambs 
Yor Pfeaizer, but the packers refused to pay higher 
than $8.60 and secured most of their supplies at 
$8.50 and lower. :

Temporary Injunction Against 
‘ Moulton Clan Is Vacated. 


BILL IS NOT DISMISSED. 


Attorney for the Ingram Faction Says 
It Willi Be Amended, 


The Moulton faction, or incumbents, won 
the second round of the legal match over 
possession of the Western Life indemnity 
company when Judge Brentano yesterday 

vacated the temporary injunction he had 
issued on Wednesday at the request of the 
Ingram, or “insurgent,” clan. But the 
judge refused to dismiss the dill, which will 
be amended today wtih charges of * insol- 
vency, bad faith, and crookedness, accorda- 
ing to Herman Frank, attorney for the con- 
testants. 

Thus the affaire ‘of the Western Life in- 
démnity company still are in doubt, with 
President George M. Moulton et al. slightly 
in advance, although behind a few hours 
before. According to the “ insurgents,” 
there will be another change in a few days 
and their officers, who vacated hastily on 
learning of the vacating of the injunction, 
will be reinstated. 


To Buy New Company? 


It is intimated by Attorney Frank that the 
amended bill will contain allegations that the 
Western Life concern is about to purchase 
another insurance company, as in the case 
of the $200,000 transfer five years ago, but ag 
a smaller scale. 

The vacating of the injunction came after 
Judge Brentano had listened to arguments 
by Attorney Frank, who had filed the bill to 
restrain the Moulton officers from interfer- 
ing with the “insurgent ”’ heads, and Levy 
May er and Percy M. Eckhart, representing 
the regulars.“ 

Attorney Frank, in asking leave to file an 
amendment to the bill, said: 

“There was a statement made yesterday 
that there was no charge of insolvency, bad 
faith, or crookedness, or dishonest practices. 
I have prepared an amendment which shows 
insolvency and bad faith and crookedness. 
I did not want to put it in the bill at the time 
because I did not want to stir up a muddy 
bottom.” 

President Moulton announced yesterday 
that his part of the $200,000 case would be
